The visit of the German Crown Prince 
nnd his amiable spouse, this month, has 
been a long and merry one. The Eng- 
lish know perfectly well that Frederick 
William, as a _ politician, bears little 
friendliness towards this sea-girt isle; but, 
personally, he seems very fond of this 
country, and seldom lets a year slip by 
Without running over for a good time to 
the dominions of his mother-in-law.
